Mr. Gladstone. 


I nea to recall without reservation what I said 
last week as to the apparent failing of Mr. Glad- 


stone’s oratorical powers. After the extraor- 
dinary displays of this and last week, there can 
be no further talk of failure. Never, I think, 
has Mr. Gladstone shown a more remarkable 
grasp of public questions, and greater power of 
nice and delicate handling of topics, on each of 
which an unwise word would have mortgaged 
the whole future of his party, than during the 
last Midlothian campaign. Friends and foes 
are united in admiration of the extraordinary 
tact, brilliancy, and ease of the display. The 
deft way in which the ‘‘ Grand Old Man ” ranged 
from subject to subject, and interwove a multi- 
tude of details into the singularly simple thread 
of his discourse, is a lesson to young speakers 


which they would do well to store in the | 


inmost treasury of their minds. Nothing 
like it has ever been witnessed before, or is 
likely to be witnessed again. John Bright could 
deliver a fine extempore harangue dealing most 
effectively with certain simple points, but he 
never showed much power of sustained argument 
or of complicated exposition. In that direction 
Mr. Gladstone stands supreme. He never had a 


rival, and never will haye one, and, apparently, | 


to his dying day he will remain the greatest 
living master of English speech. 


Froude on Lord Beaconsfield. 


It is interesting to note that just when Mr. 
Gladstone, at the age of eighty-two, is exhibiting 
his oratorical powers in their meridian splendour, 
we have the last of the series of '' Lives of Lord 
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Beaconsfield,” his foe ina hundred fights. In

But it is full of interesting points. It shows 
Dizzy, in some respects, as he really was— 
ambitious, dexterous, firm and brilliant manager 
of men, not without certain ideals of his own, with 
keen social sympathies, but with a character, on 
the whole, too bizarre for ordinary English 
tastes. Yet what a clever fellow he was! What 
stores of good humour, genial insight into men 
and things, and brilliant observation he pos- 
sessed! He was the most interesting of men to 
look at. I think I can recall him now, with his 
folded arms and his long oval face drooped on 
his breast, sitting, an immovable sphinx, in his 
place on the Treasury Bench. Now he is gone, the 
only man in the House of Commons who is worth 
looking at is Mr. Gladstone. More than half the 
picturesqueness went out of our public life when 
Dizzy ceased to be a prominent character in it. 
I do not think he was a very sincere man; I do 
not think he was an altogether successful man, 
judging success by the higher standards rather 
than by the lower ones. Few men have left a 
larger number of kindly memories among his 
friends, his servants, and the people who per- 
sonally came in contact with him. Gladstone, 
with all his real geniality, is a bit of an autocrat. 
Dizzy never had any temper, and was personally 
the soul of good-nature, and his life was so 
interesting, so picturesque, so finely coloured, 
that it will always be read with interest by the 
English-speaking race. 


Lord Rosebery’s Trial. 


It is good news that Lord Rosebery is now 
delivered from the fear of the death of his wife. 
Lady Rosebery not only brought a very large 
fortune—£30,000 a year was, I believe, the 
settlement made by the Rothschilds to her 
husband—but, being a woman of singular intelli- 
gence and faculties for public life, she has played 
a very considerable part in the history of the 
Liberal Party for the last two’ years. Indeed, if 
the inner history of the party could be written, 
it would furnish a singular tribute to woman 
influence. A good deal of the formative work of 
Liberalism since the party has been out of office 
has been done by such women as Lady Rosebery, 
Lady Aberdeen, Lady Dilke, Mrs. Reid, Mrs. 
Byles, Mrs. Costelloe, and half a dozen others 
whom I could name. A certain difficulty has no 
doubt arisen from the fact that a large section 
of Liberal women are in favour of woman 
suffrage, and are hot for pressing it forward, 


| while others are anxious to subordinate it to 


Home Rule. However, in spite of this little 
friction, the women’s movement in the Liberal 
and Tory parties goes steadily on. It was the 
Primrose League more than anything else who 
won the last election for the Conservatives. It 
will be the Women’s Liberal Associations which 
will contribute largely to the triumph—if triumph 
it is to be—of Home Rule at the next electoral 
battle. 
A Political Change. 

Meanwhile we are face to face with a politi- 
cal change of the first importance. I am 
afraid it is not very likely that the Duke 
of Devonshire will long remain with us. He is 
a singularly hearty old man, but his age is 


| 


extreme, and his health has now been seriously | 


affected. In that case, Lord Hartington is lost 
to the House of Commons, and reappears in the 
Lords as Duke of Devonshire, with the Dowager 
Duchess of Manchester as his bride. I need not 
say how seriously this will affect the 
fortunes of Unionism. It is not to 
be expected that Lord Hartington 
métamorphosed into the Duke of 
Devonshire will fill any like the 
same position’ in the public mind 
as when he is leading the Unionist 
force in the House of Commons. 
‘The House of Lords terribly handi- 
caps public men. ‘The fact that 
Lord Rosebery is a Peer is the 
strongest argument against making 
him successor to Mr. Gladstone 
in the leadership of the Liberal 


Party. It takes the go out of a 
man, and keeps him out of the 
public eye. In a word,- Lord 
Hartington’s transference to the 
Peers will, I think, mean the 
death-blow to Liberal-Unionism. 
Parties will- revert to their old 


position—Liberals against Tories, 

Tories against Liberals. There will 

be no buffer-force between. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff. 
One is glad to hear that Sir Henry 

Drummond Wolff’s health is im- 


proving. At one time there were 
grave fears that he would not 


recover. It has always been a little 
difficult to understand how Sit 
Henry managed to wear his life 
away at Teheran. He was always 
an ideal man-about-town, a first- 
rate story-teller, an excellent 
dinner-table companion, the best of gossips and 
diplomatists. He has no doubt done some good 
work for our diplomacy in the East, but it is & 
life of which, with all its charms of climate and 
scenery and its easy-going Eastern ways, I believe 
he is thoroughly sick. Moreover, he thinks himself 
entitled to a better post, and, as he is really { 
very good Ambassador, it is quite on the cards 
that he may get it. 


Mr. Balfour’s Visit to Ireland. 


I am glad to see that Mr. Balfour has at length 
made up his mind to visit Ireland, and to see the 
people in their homes and by their potato plots. 
It seems to me that that is the most sensible 
resolution to which he has come since his appoint- 
ment as Chief Secretary. The extraordinary 
part of the business is that he never thought of 
it before. Any traveller in Ireland could have 
told himsthe kind of reception he would be likely 
to get. Irish people are naturally the most 
simple and most courteous, and most easily 
accessible in the world. They respond with per- 
fectly absurdreadiness to any kindness that is done 
them, and they are especially grateful for any 
sign of interest in their condition and sufferings. 
Moreover, in the particular district which Mr. 
Balfour has visited, the people attach the greatest 
importance to the measure which they have 
been promised—namely, a system of light rail- 
ways. Of course, there is a trifling inconsist- 
ency in the reception by the peasants of 
a man whom they believe to have been 
implicated in all the severest acts which have 
characterised his rule during the last three 
or four years. But then it should always 
be remembered that in politics no one, and least 
of all no Irishman, is quite logical. So much is 
he influenced by kindness and consideration and 
common-sense, in place of an inflexible, cast- 
iron, logic-ridden system.

Concerts. Signor Piatti has no equal on the 
violoncello, and his value as a performer and 
composer cannot be over-estimated. Alfredo 
Piatti is a native of Bergamo, where he was 
born in 1823. In his early childhood he 
loved music, and at Milan, where he studied, 
he soon became a finished player, never 
having wavered in his liking for the instru- 
ment with which he has won European re- 
nown. Besides studying the violoncello, Signor 
Piatti also devoted his attention to composition, 
and, in fact, acquired a thorough musical educa- 
tion, all the time working hard to make himself 
the most brilliant soloist of his time. In 1839 
he started on a tour as a solo player, and every- 
where in Italy he was very successful, until his 
fame reached London, where, in 1849, he became 
solo violoncellist at the Opera. From that time 
he has been a resident in London, and his asso- 
ciation with the Monday Popular Concerts has 
had much to do with their success, for it is a 
treat of the highest kind to the lover of music 
to hear the rich tone and fine expression of 
Signor Piatti in a quartet of Beethoven. He 
has written a number of solos for his instrument, 
which are very effective and melodious, besides 
many other pieces, songs, &c., all of an artistic 
and refined character. The chief features of his

There they lay before me at length, 
a contemptible five pence wherewith to carry on a 
week’s carousing. Five pence! Why, it was not 
enough to toss to a noisy beggar outside the circus— 
hardly enough for a drink of detestable British wine, 
let alone a draught of the good Italian vintages that 
I had lately come to look upon as my prerogative! 
Horrible! and as I gazed at them stolidly, that 
melancholy evening, the airy castle of my pleasure 
crumbled from base to battlement. 
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was a very stately white villa. hither, out of ‘vealthy dame: 


curiosity, my steps were turned, and 1 descended 
upon that lordly abode by coppices, ferny brakes, 
and pastures, until one brambly field alone separated 
us. An ordinary being, whom the Fates had not 
set themselves to bandy for ever in their immortal 
hands, would have gone round this enclosure, and so 
taken the uneventful pathway, but not so I: I must 
needs cross the brambles, and thus bring down fresh 
ventures on my head. ln the midst of the enclosure 
was an oak, and under the oak five or six white cows, 
with a massive bull of the fierce old British breed. 
This animal resented my trespass, and, shaking his 
head angrily as I advanced, he came after me at 
a trot when halfway across. Now, a good soldier 
knows when to run no less than when to stand, and 
so my best foot was put forth in the direction of the 
house, and I presently slipped through a hole in the 
fence directly into the trim gay garden of the villa 
itself. 

So hasty was my entry that I nearly ran into 8 
stately procession approaching down one of the 
well-kept terraces intersecting the grounds; 8 
seneschal and a butler, a gorgeously arrayed mer- 
cenary or two, men and damsels in waiting, all this 
lordly array attending a litter borne by two negro 
slaves, whereon, with a languidness like that of con- 
valescence, belied, however, by the bloom of excellent 
health and the tokens of robust grace in every 
limb, reclined a handsome Roman lady. There was 
hardly time to take all this in at a glance, when the 
gorgeous attendants set up a shout of consternation 
and alarm; and, glancing over my shoulder to see the 
cause, there was that resentful bull bursting the 
hedge a scanty twenty paces away, with vindictive 
purpose in his widespread nostrils and angry eyes. 

Down went the seneschal’s staff of office, down 
went the base mercenaries’ gilded shields; the butler 
threw the dish of grapes he was carrying for his 
lady’s refreshment into the bushes; the waiting- 
maids dropped their fans and, shrieking, joined the 
general rout! Worse than all, those base villains 
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I gave him the spear, driving it home with all my strength. 


The degenerate Romans had lost all their valour and 
most of their skill in the arts of government. All 
their hardihood and strength had sunk under the evil 
example of the debased capital by the Tiber; and, 
though some few unpopular ones among them railed 
against the effeminate luxury of the times, few 
heeded and none were warned. It shamed me to 
find that all these latter-day Romans thought of was 
silks and linens, front seats at the theatre, pageantry 
and spectacles, trinkets and scents. It roused my 
disdain- to see the senators go by with gilded trains 
of servitors and the young centurions swagger down 
the streets in their mock armour—their toy, peace- 
time swords hanging in golden chains from their 
tender sides, and the wind warning one of their 
perfumed presence even before they came in sight. 
Such were not the men to win an empire, I thonght, 
or to hold it! 

As for the native British, a modicum of them had 
dropped the sagum for the toga, and had put on 
with it all its vices but few of its virtues. Sucha 
witless, vain, incapable medley of arrogant fools 
never before was seen. To their countrymen they 
represented themselves as possessed of all the keys 
of statecraft and government, stirring them up as 
far as they durst to discontent and rebellion ; while 
to their masters they stood acknowledged sycophants 
and apes of all the meannesses of a degenerate 
time. All this was the more the pity, for magnifi- 
cent and wide were the evidences of what Rome had 
done for Britain during the long years she had held 
it. When I slept, it was a chaotic wild, peopled by 
brave but scattered tribes; when I awoke, it wasa 
fair, united realm—a beautiful territory of fertility, 
rich in corn and apple-yards, arteried by smooth 
white-paved roads, and ruled by half a dozen wonder- 
ful capitals, with countless lesser cities, camps, and 
villas, wherein modern luxury, like a rampant, 
beautiful - flowered parasite, had overgrown, and 
choked and killed the sturdy stuff on which it grew. 

Well, it is not my prevince to tell you of these 
things. The gilded fops who thronged the city ways 
I soon found were good enough for drinking bouts 
and revelry, and, by all Olympus! my sleep had 
made me thirsty and my sorrow full of a moroseness 
which had to be constantly battened down under the 
hatches of an artificial pleasure. All the old cautious, 
frugal, merchant spirit had gone, and the Roman 


As the result of long cogitation—knowing the 
measure of my friends too well to think of borrowing 
of them—I finally decided to make a retreat, and 
leave my acquaintance my still unblemished reputa- 
tion in pawn for the various little items owing by 
me. ‘Taking a look round, to assure myself everyone 
in the house was asleep, I argued that to-night, 
though a pauper, I was still of good account, whereas 
with daylight I should be a discredited beggar; so 
that it was, in fact, a meritorious action to leave my 
host an old pair of sandals in lieu of a month’s 
expenses, and drop through the little window into 
the garden, on the way to the open world once more, 
Necessity is ever a sophist. 

It is needless to say the grey dawn was not parti- 
cularly cheerful as I sprang into the city fosse and 
struck out for the woods beyond. ‘The fortune which 
makes a man one day a gentleman of means and the 
next a mendicant is more pleasant to hear of when it 
has befallen one’s friends than to feel at first-hand. 
It was only the fear of the detestable city jail and 
the abominable provender there, added to the ridicule 
of my friends, perhaps, that sent me, scripless, thus 
afield. Grey as the prospect ahead might be, behind 
it was black: so I plodded on, with my spear for a 
staff and Melancholy for a companion. 

The leafy shades reached in an hour or so invited 
rest, and in their seclusion an idle spell was spent 
watching, through the green frames of branches, the 
fair, careless city below wake to new luxurious life; 
watching the blue smoke rise from the temple court- 
yards, and the pigeons circling up into the sky, and 
the glitter of the sun on the legionaries’ arms as they 
wheeled and formed and reformed in the open ground 
beyond the Prefect’s house. Oh, yes! I knew it all! 
And how pleasantly’ the water spluttered in the 
marble baths after those dusty exercises ; and how 
heavy the lightest armour was after such nights as I 
and those jolly ones down there were accustomed to 
spend! . As I, breakfastless, lent upon the top of my 
staff, I- recalled the good red wine from my host’s 
coolest cellars and the hot bread from slaves’ ovens in 
the street, and how pleasant it was to lie in silk and 
sandals, and drink and laugh in the shade and stare 
after the comely British maids, and lay out in those 
idle sunny hours the fabrics of fun and mirth. 

On again, and by midday a valley opened before 
me, and at the nead, a mile or so from the river, 


the littermen slipped their leather straps and in the 
general panic dropped the litter, and left to her fate 
that mistress, who, with her sandalled feet wrapped 
in silks and spangled linens, struggled in vain to rise. 
There was no time for fear. I turned, and as the 
bull came down upon us two in a snorting avalanche 
of white hide and sinew, I gave him the spear, driving 
it home with all my strength just in front of the 
ample shoulder as he lowered his head. The strong 
seven-foot haft of ash, as thick as a man’s wrist, 
bent between us like a green hazel wand, and 
then burst into splinters right up to my grasp- 
The next moment I was hurled backwards, crashing 
into the flowers and trim parterres as though 
it were by the fist of Jove himself I had been 
struck. Hardly touching the ground, I was up 
again, my short sword drawn and ready as ever— 
though the gay world swam before me—to kill or to 
be killed. 

It was not necessary. There had been few truer 
or more forceful spears than mine in the old times; 
and there lay the great white monster on his side 1n 
a crimson pool of blood, essaying in vain to lift his 
head, and dying in mighty tremors all among the 
pretty things the servants had thrown down. The 
gush of red blood from his chest was wetting even 
the silken fringes of the comely dame’s skirts and 
wrappings, whileshe, now at last on her feet, frowned 
down on him, with angry triimph rather than fear 
in her countenance. 

Though there was hardly a change of colour on her 
face or a tremor in the voice with which she thanked 
me, yet I somehow felt her ladyship was in a fine 
passion behind that disdainful mask. But whether 
it were so or not, she was civil enough to me, person- 
ally evincing a condescending interest in a trifling 
wound that was staining my bare right arm with 
crimson, and sending her ‘*‘ good youth” away 10 8 
minute or two to the house to get it bound. ΑΒ 
turned to go the stately lady gathered up tunic folds 
and skirt in her white fist and moved down upon the 
group of trembling servants who were gathering their 
wits together slowly under the nervous encourage- 
ment of the seneschal. What she said to them I 
know not, but, if ever the countenances of men truly 
reflected their sensations, her brief fierce whispers 
must have been exceedingly unpleasant to listen to. 

The damsel who bound the scratch upon my 
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demanded the services of those who had taken upon 
themselves for centuries the protection of the country. 
As they retired, Northern rovers, at first fitfully, but 
afterwards with increasing rigour, came down upon 
the unguarded coasts, and sailing up the estuaries 
harried the rich English vales on either side, and 
rioted amid the accumulated splendour and plenty of 
the luckless land to their hearts’ content. 

Saddled thus with the weight of luxurious con- 
querors who had lost nearly every art but that of 
extortion, miserable at home, and devastated from 
abroad, who can wonder that the British longed to 
throw off the Roman yoke and breathe the fresher 
air of a wholesome life again? And as the shadow 
of the Imperial wings: was withdrawn from them 
their hopes ripened; they thought they were strong 
and ruleworthy. Fatal mistake! I saw it bud, and 
I saw it bitterly fruitful! 

If you turn back the pages of history you will find 
these hinds did indeed make a stand for a moment, 
and, when Honorius had withdrawn his last legion- 
aries and given the islanders their liberty, for a few 
brief years there was a shepherd government here— 
the British ruled again in Britain. Then came the 
next strong tide of Northern invasion, and another 
conquest.

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Mr. Gladstone further expressed himself in favour 
of the principle of “one man one vote” and of 
shorter Parliaments. He said he could not give 
an opinion on a general Eight Hours Bill until 
he saw the Bill, and spoke with full sympathy 
of the working classes. ‘‘ Home Rule for Scot- 
land” he said he would grant (speaking last 
Saturday at Dalkeith) when Scotland declares for 
it; and he said the same with regard to Disestab- 
lishment of the Scottish Church. 

Mr. Gladstone last Monday brought his fifth 
Midlothian campaign to a close by addressing 
a great meeting in the Edinburgh Music Hall. 
He sketched the broad principles on which, when 
the proper time comes, Disestablishment in 
Scotland ought to be effected. It should be 
carried out equitably, even tenderly, and with 
liberality. As to the manner in which Home Rule 
should be established, he said that Liberals

wished to obtain all the guidance possible from 
the opinion of the country before beginning 
the work. He enumerated seven test questions, 
such as temperance, eight-hours working day, 
and Disestablishment, which were frequently sub- 
mitted to Liberal candidates, and besought those 
whom it might concern to be content to take up 
the largest and broadest issues only. After con- 
demning the manner in which the Government 
had altered Parliamentary procedure by imperil- 
ling freedom of debate, he reviewed the work of 
the present Parliament with the object of show- 
ing that the charge of obstruction made against 
the Opposition was foisted on the country to 
conceal the abortive designs and the disastrous 
and deplorable failures of the Government. He 
concluded by criticising Lord Salisbury’s foreign 
policy.

Cushion and Pneumatic Tyres. 


In answer to my question about cushion and 
pneumatic tyres—a question which continues, 
and throughout the winter will continue, to be 
pre-eminent in the cycling world—I have received 


some very interesting letters. Mr. H. Culling- 
ford writes me of his experience in North Ger- 
many ona fourteen days’ trip, when he rode 
a Koh-i-Noor Premier Safety with cushion tyres. 
The tour gave him a good chance to test the 
value of his tyres, for, he says, “' the roads were 
fearful, very bumpy, and paved with big square 
stones, but the machine went splendidly over 
them, and, while the others who rode with solid 
tyres were very tired, I was quite fresh at the 
end of the day’s journey, about fifty miles each 
day. 1 also found that I could climb steep hills, 


| which I could not succeed in doing before on a 


solid tyre, and could beat the others whom I 
could not touch before. As to the tyres, they 
are not cut at all, with the exception of two little 
This is 
valuable evidence in favour of the cushion, and 
I hope, with Mr. Cullingford, that we may hear 
of still more results. 


The two American students who are now 
making the tour around the world on safeties 
made by the Iroquois Cycling Co., and whose 
interesting special letters are continued in this 
week’s Penny Illustrated Paper, are of the same 
mind. on the tyre question. The machines are 
fitted with 1}-in. cushion tyres, and after having 
been in daily use for about six weeks and travelled 
over thousands of miles, the report of the riders 
is that scarcely a scratch is yet to be seen on the 
rubber. Mr. Walters, of the Iroquois Co., who 
sends:me this information, wants me to warn 
my readers against cheap rubber. ‘‘A cheap 
rubber cushion tyre is worse than the commonest 
kind of solid tyre; nothing but the very best 
rubber should be used, and riders will do well to 
see that they get the best.’ I hope the warning 
is not necessary.. Cyclists—novices as well as 
the experienced—must know by this time that 
there is nothing so expensive in the end as a 
cheap wheel or cheap wheel fittings. 


All the evidence I have received is for the 
cushion. And yet there is another side to the 
question.
